DRAINAGE DEFAULTS 
The Miami Herald. 

One of the greatest difficulties 
with reclaiming the vast back 
country is the inability of any 
drainage district to enforce col- 
lections. For instance, there is a 
small drainage district in Brow- 
ard county, comprising some very 
fine muck land which is subject 
to overfigy. If that drainage dis- 
trict could collect a large part of 
its taxes it would construct a levee 
and ditch system that would pro- 
tect several thousand acres from 
flood, and make them productive. 
But the tax collection to date is 
only 25 per cent, with little hope 
of getting more, so no work is 
possible. ji 

‘The Everglades drainage district 
is threatened with default, because 
the landowners will not pay their 
taxes and there is no way to force 
them to do so. It is the same, to 
a certain extent, with state, coun- 
ty and city taxes. In most other 
states it is n mark of shame, and 
the occasion for a heavy penalty 
or forfeiture of property, to fail 
to pay taxes. In Florida, the whole 
psychology of the people seems to 
be adjusted to avoiding tax: pay- 
ment 

In Everglades tax matters the 
laws should be revised to allow the 
trustees of the internal Improve- 
ment fund to take back tite to 
land on which taxe sare not paid 
for five years. Allowance should 
be made only in the case of actual 
possession. Speculators) those who 
hold ».large part of the back 
country iand, should either be 
made to pay up within five years, 
or lose their land.
